RACE SUICIDE 


Persons who are concerned about race suicide 
would be relieved by a study of a recent department 
of commerce announcement regarding the size of 
families of women between the ages of 35 and 44 
years who became mothers in 1924. 

The total number of children ever born to these 
mothers, including the births of 1924, was an average 
of 6.7, per mother and the total number living me 
5.3 per mother. 

This should serve to ease the mind of those who! 
complain that American women. do not want to be- 
come mothers and who pine fot’ the days of the 
Rooseveltean families when twelve and fourteen sat 
down to the same table for three meals a day. | 

If it were possible to compare the present with | 
the past, we would probably find that as many} 
childrewy are being reared per family in this age as in 
‘the past generation. 

' We hear now of the large families of our grand- |
